THE NEW ALBERTA 

GAME REGULATIONS 

EDMONTON. — New and revised 
regulations under the Game Act pos 3 
cd at the last session of the legisla 
ture have just been issued by order- 
in council and will apply to all hunt 
ting operations for tHe coming seas¬ 
on. 

Hon. George HoaJley, under whom 
the game laws of Alberta are admin ¬ 
istered. says that the new act and 
its regulations will furnisli a much 
more complete and adequate 3ystem 
of game control than the province 
lia3 had before. A synopsis of the 
n ain features is being prepared and 
will be available in booklet form in 
the course of a few days. 

New Clothing Rules 

One of the changes, the purpose 
of which is to make hunters them 
selves be more conspicuous. Is to the 
eiiect that it will be unlawful for 
anyone to hunt unless clothed in a 
cap and coat of scarlet material. 
Heretofore the color effective has 
been white, but it is believed that the 
change to scarlet will help greatly 
p.j a safety first precaution in the 
woods. 

There i3 more prohibited territory 
in whichccrtain game shall not be 
hunted. The killing of decre, n?** se 
and caribou is forbidden in that part 
of the province lying south of the 
North Saskachewan river and east 
to the C. P. R. line from Edmonton to 
Marieod, and in the Bull Lake area 
between Battle Creek and Elindman

sick to the well. The spread of the 
diseose requires that there be suffic¬ 
iently intimate contact between the 
sick pel’s-n a d the ethers to allow 
for the transference of germ laden 
Eccretions. Those who have been 
close to th e sick person, such as mem 
bora of the family, are known a3 con¬ 
tacts. 

Because contact.! have been expos¬ 
ed to the disease, they are, as a rule, 
quarantined fer that period of time 
which the Jtscasj takes to develop. 
This period is th e *‘incubation period” 
of the disease, and varies from the 
different communicable diseases 
therefore the period of quarantine of 
contacts varies according to the dis¬ 
ease. The contacts are quarantined 
because, if they are developing the 
disease, they iray puna it on to others 
before the appearance of such typical 
symptoms as a rash. A notable ex¬ 
ample of this is measles. Before the 
rash appears the patient has what 
seems to be a cold in the head. Duff¬ 
ing the time the nose is running, 
ana the patient is coughirg and 
snee7.ing, he spreads the disease; in¬ 
deed, the disease Is spread most fre¬ 
quently at tli*3 time-before the rash 
appears. 

Tuber ulosi.i is a disease in which 
the contacts receive a great deal of 
attention. It is amongst the contacts 
the children and adults who have be- 


lorn arc taken. It in cnrelcsrnrsn, or 
ignorance, or contact with unknown 
eases that Ih chiefly responsible for 
tlie spread of communicable diseases.

WATCH FOR 


It will be only a few weeks until 
tho annual sugar beet hanveat will 
dart. No other crop raised In souths 
•rn Alberta will give a better cash 
ititurn this yiear thnn beeta There is 
no crop which the farmer should be 
more anxious to harvest without loss 
than his beet crop. 

Some years ago 10,000 tons of beets 
verc frozen into the ground because 
they were not harvested before tho 
mow r fell. Two years ago there wan 
1 tremendous loss to both factory 
v'd the growers because zero werth- 
:r in October froze th c beets which 
atcr thawed in warm .weather foil- 
>wiru, causing decay. 

Right now is the time for beet 
growerk to make plans and ck.ar the 
de lta for rapid harvest of the beet 
’rop. Whatever they do they should 
?et the beets out of the ground and 
Tet them where they are safe. If lhe 
factory cannot take them away nr 
oat an they are dug, dig them nny- 
vay and ensile them on the fnrmr 
covering them, well. Don't let the best 
cash crop on thc farm run the 
dinnee this y'coT of all year3 of being 
lestroyort by the weather. Rapid 1 ar¬ 
resting may lead to some little less 
n tonnage, but it is better to lose a 
few tons this way than many tons 
hrough the b'eeta being frozen into 
he ground. Cot everything lfrady for 
lie beet harvest, machinery, labor 
ind all the rest Be ready to go when 
ho word to dig comes, and don’t 
waste any tim e in getting the crop in 
l o a safe place.—Loth. Heilald.
